locked location where one wouldn't expect an ocean- 
based program. Yet Kain, whose naval background 
wouldn't be stilled upon retirement, brought Sea Scouting 
to the town. Kain served in the U.S. Navy for seven years 
and has owned and operated various types of boats 
since childhood. His resume includes participation in 
the Bermuda race out of Marion and sailing from Cape 
Hatteras to Nova Scotia as well as other ports-of-call 
along the eastern seaboard. He explained that although 
one wouldn't expect a sailing program to be offered in a 
land-locked location, there is access to the Chesapeake 
Bay about 65 miles east. So once a week, the Sea Scouts 
gather for the hour-long trip to the coast where they can 
learn and experience firsthand the skills necessary for 
safe sailing. Kain said with the program, " .. .Sea Scouting 
gives kids a seafaring experience they otherwise might 
not know about. . regardless of their location. 

The group drove from Pennsylvania to Groton, 
CT where they boarded the 32-foot "Endeavor, built in 1979, 
that had been loaned to them for the trip. From there, they 
sailed to Newport then on to Fall River before making 
landfall in Mattapoisett. 

On shore, they were greeted by Emily Newell, 
15, Mattapoisett, sophomore at ORRHS and second year 
Sea Scout with Ship 40 out of East Falmouth, along with 
her mother, Diane Newell (former GSA and Sea Scout) 
and grandfather, Alan Beal (retired Chief Warrant Officer, 
usee and Sea Scout Skipper). Beal and Kain met through 
the Scouting program about ten years ago and have been 
instrumental in assisting each other's programs over the 
years. 

After enjoying a refreshing cold shower at 
the town beach bathhouse, the Scouts were treated to 
a private tour of the Mattapoisett Historical Society 
Museum, which is now in preparation for its summer 
opening. Curator Elizabeth Hutchinson graciously 
opened the museum doors in advance of the official 
season start on June 26. The Scouts found this precious 
gem a real surprise and enjoyed the variety of exhibits it 
holds. 

Next up was the New Bedford Whaling Museum, 
a must-see attraction on their itinerary. One of the most

intriguing parts of the museum for these visitors was the 
half-scale model of the Bark Lagoda, an 89-foot tribute to 
Jonathan Bourne that was built in 1915 with funding from 
his daughter. At another exhibit, the Scouts got into the 
spirit by climbing the full-scale replica of a whaling ship 
"fo'c'sle,'' or forecastle, giving them both a below-deck 
and on-deck reality check.

It was not Derek DeCosta's intent to write a book 
telling the story of his traumatic childhood when he sat 
down to write a foreword to a fitness book he planned 
to market in Korea. But when he began writing about 
his Korean roots, the dam that for years had held back a 
river of repressed memories and emotions burst, and The 
Moonlight King floated up from the tormented waters that 
flowed from the reconciliation with his painful past. 

Born Yoon Sang Kyun, DeCosta lived a privileged 
life as the only son to his father and loving mother - until 
one day when he was five years old and his life changed 
forever. Innocence was soon lost, and the nightmare of the 
next eight years of his life began. 

DeCosta describes in vivid, agonizing detail 
how his parents would divorce, and DeCosta and his 
older sister would be hastily sent late one night to the 
United States and adopted by a single mother in Hyannis, 
Massachusetts. The children are imprisoned and enslaved

by the woman and her son, enduring years of every 
possible form of torture and abuse. 

The book documents the harrowing process of 
DeCosta's journey from the darkness of his childhood 
into the triumphant light of becoming a free man and a 
successful adult. 

On the evening of June 19, DeCosta shared his 
message of transcendence through forgiveness and love 
with dozens of people during an author's talk at the 
Elizabeth Taber Library in Marion. 

'T didn't write the book to write a book,'' said

to assemble shocking sentences, which developed into 
painful paragraphs, progressing on to bone-chilling 
chapters. DeCosta said he did not stop to read his own 
story until a few days after he finished it. 

"That was difficult ... to relive childhood," said 
DeCosta, "in living color - with no buffer." 

Throughout his tumultuous life, DeCosta 
has been both a sprinter and a runner of proverbial 
marathons, and the readers will find themselves running 
alongside him, cheering him on from the sidelines as he 
tries to reach the ever-retreating finish line. There is relief 
when, finally, he does. 

When DeCosta talks, people listen. There is 
an invisible light that emanates from his words of 
encouragement and inspiration as he speaks, and his 
message resonates on some level with the experiences of 
all people. 

DeCosta' s struggle adds pathos and ethos to the 
insight, wisdom, and advice that he weaves into every 
page.

step, and many were wiggling, giggling, and cheering as 
they made their way to the buses. 

Some kids were chanting, ''The last day of school 
is the best day of school!'' over and over, jumping for joy 
and waving goodbye to their schoolmates. 

Williamson said she feels lucky to be a part of the 
tradition.

reading mitigates my stress level, and it gives me a way 
to dampen his narrative concerning other drivers. This 
aside, he is correct in fearing other drivers. One small 
mistake, one careless maneuver, and as the saying goes, 
''that's all she w^rote." 

Once upon a time, I loved driving. I worked hard 
to earn my privilege to drive and have been a law^ful 
driver for forty years. Back in the day, driver's education 
was a fairly new concept. It was a right of passage from 
being a 'kid' to being a responsible young adult. But 
unlike today, it was a time when one didn't automatically 
expect the family car to be made available simply because 
one had gotten a license. Most of the families I knew had 
one automobile, and whether it was a wreck or beauty, it 
was a valued possession. 

My mother never learned to drive. Dad tried 
teaching her in an empty lot behind our home on Spring 
Street in Marion. Poor soul, she was a nervous wreck 
trying to pay attention to his instructions while little kids 
fidgeted in the backseat. The clutch pedal was her enemy, 
and the column shift never cooperated with her effort to 
put it into gear. As she ground the gears in gut retching 
agony, my parents would quarrel. Inevitably, Ma exited 
the running vehicle in the field stomping back to the 
house. Dad was left wondering what went wrong. 

Years later, I sat in driver's ed class a discouraged 
and depressed 15-year old kid. Lacking any type of 
confidence in myself, I believed I was not smart enough 
to pass the written portion of the exam. An absence of 
support from the home front didn't help me either. I 
dropped out of class. 

By the time I was 23 and a young mother, driving 
became an imperative. I needed to work. I obtained a 
copy of "The Rules of the Road." I was determined to 
learn the information. I memorized the entire manual. To

this day, some of those sentences come back like passages 
from the Bible, much to the chagrin of my husband.

From an early age, my son learned how to shift 
the yellow VW bug I owned.

she said and I quote, "She is a horrible driver!'' My aunt 
tried her best and left no carnage in her wake. That her 
children didn't need to intervene on behalf of society at 
large is a good thing. 

Such w^as not the case with my Father. Even after 
suffering a very traumatic head injury, he immediately 
(within hours) went about getting himself a set of wheels. 
Towards the end of his driving career, he wasn't going 
very far and for me it was convenient that he could drive 
and do the shopping. 

One day, while slowly cruising down Route 6 
heading home, his vehicle was struck by a car entering 
from a side street. A very young, very pregnant woman 
in an SUV smacked into his rear passenger door. That 
he was cited at the scene for causing the accident speaks 
volumes to him being victimized for being an elderly 
driver. We fought that and were able to get the citation 
overturned after much effort. My husband was his 
champion. He wasn't going to let Dad's nearly eight 
decades of accident-free driving be blemished if he could 
help it.

When we finally got him into 
the exam room, the doctor announced with little fanfare 
that she'd be contacting the registry to have his license 
terminated, that it was her professional duty to do so, and 
she was sure he didn't want to be responsible for hurting 
anyone. He smiled at her and said, "OK, whatever you 
say, sweetheart." He went in like a lion and out like a 
lamb. 

Driving is a privilege. I wish they taught that 
with greater fervor in driving classes, especially given the 
power of modern day vehicles and seemingly, everyone's 
need for speed. 

I hope that when the time comes for me to stop driving, 
I do so with as much dignity as my Aunt demonstrated.

would be lessened with this type of earthen structure. 
However, Raymond Cebula, an interested party, wasn't 
convinced. Lengthy discussion ensued, with various 
commission members attempting to assuage Cebula' s 
concerns that such a structure would actually increase 
the possibility of ocean surge reaching across Water 
Street with oceanographic knowledge of wave action. 
Cebula remained unconvinced. He also questioned why 
a project he was involved with on Mattapoisett Neck 
was not allowed to bring in fill, yet this project was. The 
commission members speculated that maybe there were 
other considerations that made his project less viable for 
the introduction of fill. After answering all his questions, 
ConCom moved to amend the order of conditions to allow 
the extension after the completion of the seawall repairs. 

Blue Wave LLC's Aidan Foley and engineer 
Rick Charon were back before ConCom to discuss their 
continued work with peer review engineer Gary James, 
storm water management plan updates, and traffic noise 
studies on their proposed solar farm on Crystal Spring 
Road. Foley said that by the next meeting on July 14, they 
hope to present the full traffic noise study. Charon said 
that he thought by that day they would also have received 
a final report from James. With those pieces of information 
in place, the applicant will return in the hope of receiving 
a negative finding from the commission so the project can 
move forward to the next stage - going before the ZBA on 
July 17.

Traffic Concerns for Cranberry Highway 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Jean Perry 

Can't you read, truck drivers? That is what 
Rochester Planning Board members and abutters living at 
the Route 28 and Route 58 intersection want to know. 

Concerns over traffic flow, congestion, and 
illegal tractor-trailer truck parking dominated the June 24 
discussion over a planned access road that will serve the 
proposed Seasons filling station on a lot carved from the 
Makepeace property behind it. These concerns resulted in 
a continuance of the public hearing until July 8. 

"It's very dangerous. There is at least one accident 
a month at that corner,'' said Louise Hebert of 617 County 
Road. 'T don't think truck drivers can read," she stated, 
describing how trucks still park along the highway, even 
right next to the 'No Parking' signs. "They have no regard 
for anyone at all." 

Board members also told Engineer Phil Cordeiro 
that the turn onto the proposed access road is not wide 
enough for tractor-trailer trucks to make the turn, which 
simply is not allowed and must be fixed before approval. 
Chairman Arnold Johnson added that he thought the 
roadway would not be sufficient enough for traffic. 

The plans reflect two entrances into the proposed 
Seasons station property, and after some concerns of the 
board and the police chief, Cordeiro changed the plans to 
reflect a right turn only exit onto Route 58, which pleased 
the board. However, they did not like the planned low- 
level island to prevent the left-hand turn, saying it would

not be effective enough. 

Johnson was adamant that no one would pay 
attention to the right turn only sign and would ignore the 
low-level island, admitting that he himself will sometimes 
turn left in other places when told not to. 

"\ think we actually have to keep this one open 
until we rule on the application (for the Seasons station)/' 
said Johnson. Cordeiro explained earlier than he could not 
predict traffic flow study results, and Colbea Enterprises, 
LLC is responsible for providing traffic study data in the 
near future. 

Johnson said the board could not approve the 
proposed stubs for the ingress and egress points just in 
case traffic study results dictate a change in the location of 
the stubs. 

Board member Susan Teal expressed concerns 
over a possible property line dispute, which could give 
rise to property line buffer issues. 

Board member Gary Florindo said he went to the 
Seasons station in Randolph one day prior to the meeting 
and he was impressed by the cleanliness and organization 
of the business.

Higgins said property values are rising 
significantly and steadily at Connet Woods. 

"Frankly, we aren't going anywhere," said

A covenant is allowable under the special 
conditions of the approval and the board voted in favor of 
the covenant.

it, Fd like to summarize what I saw so that others can 
form their own opinions. 

The Joint Committee had previously voted in 
March to have school on that day, which has traditionally 
been a day away from school since the school system was 
established. This new vote on June 2nd was whether to 
change the original vote and instead have Good Friday 
as a day off. The vote went against the opinions of many 
in our community, which was to continue with no school 
that day. It was truly an eye-opener for me to see how this 
decision was made. Sadly, it was painfully obvious that 
there are personal agendas (from a select few Committee 
members) involved in making this change, which in my 
opinion have no place in a democratically elected role. 

There were several speakers who made some 
very good points. One take-away was that the Committee 
had not performed due diligence before coming to the 
original decision. A reasonable and informed process 
could not be carried out because data didn't exist on how 
this would affect the community, how many teachers 
could be expected to ask for the day off as personal time, 
how many students would not attend that day, what the 
statistics were from other school systems who have dealt 
with this issue, etc. The original decision was pushed 
forward without any facts on how this would affect the 
community. 

Interestingly, at this meeting, some unofficial 
data was presented which the Committee chose to ignore. 
I heard some statistics about the Bourne public school 
system - the fact that they have had classes on Good 
Friday for some time, and that only three persons took 
the day off last year. It was mentioned that Bourne has 
a parochial school system, which would have an effect 
on those numbers. There were no other school systems 
discussed to my knowledge. 

Maggie McGee from Rochester and other 
representatives from Marion and Mattapoisett had 
gathered about 700 signatures from people in the 
community opposed to this change, and it was also 
dismissed out-of-hand since it wasn't an official poll 
and the signatures couldn't be verified. I found that to 
be extremely insulting to those that worked very hard 
in gathering this data. One can only imagine how many 
more people would have signed the petition if they had 
the opportunity. The fact that so many people went out 
of their way to do this should speak volumes, but again 
some members of the Committee ignored it. 

The suggestion was made that the school calendar 
for this coming year should include Good Friday off 
in order to provide more time to gather data, and the 
issue be revisited for calendar year 2015-2016. This was 
an excellent suggestion, but it would have placed the 
personal agendas of some members of the Committee at 
risk, and wasn't voted on. 

There were many comments from various 
Committee members stating they were interested in 
"what was best for the children" which I found to be

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entirely false. The decision to have the full day off before 
Thanksgiving was based on low attendance (I believe it 
was stated that 17% of students take the half-day off) , 
meaning not much learning takes place. And, statistics 
from the principals of a couple of the schools stated that 
in their very recent polls of teachers, 25% admitted they 
would not attend school on Good Friday. (One can only 
guess how many didn't want to admit this to their bosses 
but will do so anyway.) So, this same logic was put aside 
in the interest of personal agendas. 

The increased cost to the district for substitute 
teachers was also put aside. With many teachers taking 
the day, it would prove to be an unreasonable, expensive 
change to the school calendar. I believe the budgets are

difficult enough as it is without wasting money. 

Someone stated that federal law does not prevent 
school districts from closing school on certain days, 
depending on the needs and wants of the particular 
community. I also didn't hear any opinions from lawyers 
who could explain what the federal and state laws have 
to say on this subject. It would seem that the Committee 
would want to get some expert legal advice before 
making this kind of decision. 

Last but not least, our own Superintendent, Doug 
White, cautioned the Committee in the strongest but 
most polite terms, that school safety is a definite concern 
if many teachers take the day off. To go against his 
recommendation makes no logical sense. 

I hate to say this, but this certainly seems to be 
a power issue, with some stubbornness and dare I say, 
arrogance, on the part of some Committee members. To 
dismiss the concerns of the community who elected them 
is not what the members were elected to do. With this in 
mind, I have strong concerns about how other issues will 
be handled in the future. I propose that we all remember 
this at election time. 

I will not be sending my daughter to school 
on Good Friday, and I hope others do the same. We 
need to send a message to the elected members of our 
Committee that the opinions of their constituents, school 
principals, teachers and Superintendent count. This was 
an important decision that should have been handled in a 
democratic way.

Redwood Highway. Starring Shirley Knight and Tom 
Skerritt. Directed by Gary Lundgren. Running time: 90 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Available now on iTunes 
and on DVD. 

Judi Dench is fantastic, but there are other septua- 
genarian actresses. One such is Shirley Knight, who turns 
78 in a couple of weeks, and who provides the rock-solid 
center for the perfectly pleasant comedy-drama Redwood 
Highway. Knight is Marie, a widow and grandmother 
who passes the days at an Oregon retirement commu- 
nity. The place looks comfy as such places go, but Marie 
hadn't planned to die there. She takes off, unannounced 
and without her resented cell phone, for lengthy walks by 
herself. This drives her adult son Michael (James Le Gros) 
nuts; she has a spiky, unstable relationship with him and 
with her granddaughter Naomi (Zena Grey), who's about 
to get married. 

The embittered Naomi, who knows Marie doesn't 
approve of her fiance, leaves her a message saying not to 
bother to come to the wedding. Marie, alas, is not the type 
who will do what she's told to do, or told not to do. She 
sets out on foot, again unannounced, with a backpack and 
a bit of food swiped from the community snack table, on 
the eighty-mile journey to the wedding site. The premise 
may sound similar to last year's overrated Nebraska, but 
I assure you this is the far better film, starting with the 
fact that Shirley Knight — who's in almost every scene — 
wipes the floor with Bruce Dern's monotonously irascible 
performance. Marie is what used to be called a "tough old 
broad," but also vulnerable and eventually grateful for 
help. Fairly quickly, she figures out she's not going to be 
able to make the trip solely on her own steam. 

Knight's Marie may be the sort of stubborn per- 
son it's difficult to have in one's own life — there's some 
degree of sympathy for Michael, who moves heaven and 
earth to track Marie down once she goes missing from the 
community — but she's terrific company for an hour and 
a half. Marie moves briskly and with purpose, and she 
speaks the same way to people she isn't sure of. Knight 
makes her a tragicomic figure leaning towards comic; 
Marie doesn't pity herself, so we don't either. It helps that 



with one exception, when Marie happens across a couple 
of meth-heads at a deserted motel out in the boonies, 
everyone she meets is nice to her (and even one of the 
meth-heads doesn't want to cause her any trouble — she 
reminds him of his grandma). Redwood Highway thus be- 
comes a fable of kindness. It's soothing, and no big points 
are being made for or against Marie or her rural sur- 
roundings (another reason I prefer it to Nebraska, which 
was nasty to everyone and everyplace on the screen). 

Director Gary Lundgren picks the supporting cast 
well. Marie meets a widower played beautifully by Tom 
Skerritt, who reminds us of his effortless command of 
decency. There's one moment when Skerritt rests his head 
on Knight's shoulder, and it's incredibly intimate and 
romantic even though the plot steers clear of romance. 
Michelle Lombardo is warm and nurturing as a young 
bartender who insists on giving Marie a bed to sleep in 
for a night. Twin Peaks fans will be happy to see Catherine 
E. Coulson, the Log Lady herself, as Marie's best friend 
at the retirement community; her appearance is brief but 
winningly tremulous. None of these people are ridiculed; 
the script, by Lundgren and James Twyman, allows each 
character his or her humanity, and we feel they all have 
lives outside of Marie's story, perhaps worthy of their 
own movies. About Skerritt' s character, who still tends the 
"artisan art" shop he and his wife once started, I would 
happily know more. And what about one of Marie's old 
flames, a deaf old duffer who lives off the grid with, unac- 
countably, a Sex Pistols "God Save the Queen" sticker in 
the front window of his cabin? 

Redwood Highway moves at Marie's pace, strong 
and purposeful, and arrives smoothly at its conclusion. 
Shirley Knight's bullheaded performance reassures us 
that Marie will carry out her adventure, that she isn't 
going to expire of a heart attack out in the woods or 
something stupidly melodramatic like that. Sometimes 
we don't want to have to worry about what's going to 
happen next in a movie; sometimes we just want to be 
pleasurably curious about what happens next, and we like 
Marie and want to be with her on her journey. The film's 
synopsis tells us that Marie "discovers that you're never 
too old to learn something about life and about yourself"; 
please ignore that, because it makes the movie sound 
much more softheaded than it is. It is, among other things, 
a sharp distaff rejoinder to the male-centered, sour-faced 
Nebraska; it's what Nebraska might have been if it had 
forgotten about Bruce Dern and Will Forte and gone off to 
follow June Squibb.
